That Secretary Carlisle is not in ac- 


cord with President Cleveland on the 
silver question i« generally understood 
at Washington. In congress Carlisle 
voted for free coinage and as secretary 
he considers it his duty to redeem some 
of the treasury notes issued lor silvei 
bullion in standard dollars. The law 
authorizes him to do so and the plat- 
form which Cleveland indorsed and on 
which he was elected "holds to the use 
of both gold and silver as the standara 
money of the country, and to the coin- 
age of both gold and silver without dis- 
criminating against eitheir metal 01 
charge for mintage." If he will no\v 
adhere to the strict letter of the law, 
which leaves, it discretionary with him 
to pay out gold or silver and to have, 
coined from time to time at the mints, 
sufficient silver to redeem treasury 
notes, the powers of Wall street ana 
the influence of the administration 
cannot defeat him for president of tht 
United States. He may be compelled 
to leave the cabinet, as it is plainly ap- 
parent that the administration does, 
not intend to abide by the clause of the 
national Democratic platform above 
quoted or exercise the discretionary 
power given it by act of congress m 
coming silver and paying it out foi 
treasury notes, but that would onl> 
make him stronger with the masses ol 
the people. 


The recent unpleasantness in the 


cabfnet caused by the secretary's dis- 
position to redeem notes with silvei 
dollars indicates that he is convincen 
that it is his duty to use a part of thb 
silver to cancel government obligations 
If he has the courage of his convictions 
and exercit.es his discretionary powers 
in coining and issuing silver he will bb 
the most popular public man hi th& 
United States. Tne act would raise thb 
direct issue, W nether gold, and go la 
only or gold and silver is the standard 
money of the country, and whether 
Wail street or the people control tht 
financial policy of the United States 


It has been asserted by such prom- 


inent Democratic papers as theiS(. Louib 
Republic and Vickkbwg Herald that un- 
less silver is remonetized by the next 
congress the rlnaiiciul question would 
break the back of the Democratic 
party across the Alleghanies, and it is 
now in the power of Secretary Carlisle 
to precipitate the issue. If he issues 
silver and orders the bullion now stored 
in the treasury to be coined he will 
settle the silver question in a few 
months, and if the president objects 
and he leaves the cabinet he will be a 
much bigger man than Cleveland and 
become, at once, the leader of a party 
that will hurl Wall street from power 
in the congressional elections next yeai 
and consign the goldbugs to oblivion 
at the next presidential election.

The St. Loitit Republic is discharging 


broadsides at the administration. I' 
condemns its financial policy and pre 
-licts that Missouri will cast its next- 
electoral vote for a free coinage can- 
didate if Wall street ideas prevail in 
Cleveland's administration. Its argu- 
ments for free coinage cannot be corn- 
batted. It advocated the election of 
Cleveland, believing that his financial 
policy would be more favorable to sil- 
ver than Harrison's, and now seems to 
regret that Missouri and the southern 
states generally did not support Gen- 
eral Weaver. In a recent issue it says: 


" By what logic is a note that is a sil- 


ver certificate at the issuing window of 
the treasury treated as a gold certifi- 
cate at the next window ' If silver is 
good enough to issue these certificates 
on, how and why does it, immediately 
after the issuance, cease to be good 
enough to take them up in ? How long 
can any sensible person think the peo- 
ple will stand it if every ounce of silver 
deposited is presumed in the treasury 
policy to create a debt against the peo- 
ple-which they mu&t meet by borrow- 
ing gold and paying interest on it ? It 
may be possible for some to conceive a 
more absurd or a more ruinous policy 
than this, but we are free to confess 
that we cannot. It seoma to us that, if 
it is followed out to its logical conclu- 
sion, it means rum." 


In New York Yesterday WhlcU Followed 


tbe Na-val Review In the Harbor.

NEW YOBK, April 28.—Yesterday the 


metropolis glorified Columbus upon 
che element which bore him to our own 
shores. 
To-day the glorification is 


craiisferred to the land of the New 
World which he discovered. 
The 


streams of martial music have filled 
the places vacated by the pandemo- 
oiium of the ear-splitting whistles and 
thunderous roar of the death-dealing 
dogs of water. It was as if a gigantic 
naval power had descended on our 
peaceful shores and visited there on its 
wrath in the bombardment of shot and 
shell, the capitulation and then the 
landing of the victorious naval forces 


• md marched through our thorough- 
iares, and there is more truth than im- 
agination in the simile, for Manhattan 
Isle was as completely occupied by a 
aaval force as though it had been at- 
tained by conquest. 


Instead of the tattered flags of battle 


however, they bear the olive branch, 
md then marching in line with our 
itate troops are greeted with cheers 
and shouts of welcome. The invaders 
marched through solid walls of human 
oeings and every point of vantage of 
vindow, roof or other point overlook- 
ng the line of march, were filled to 
_heir utmost capacity. It was an ad- 
miring crowd cheering everybody and 
everything, from the gold-bedecked 
officers to the jolly tars. Not since the 
British evacuated New York has such 
.in occurrence been witnessed here, 
and in no country but ours is such an 
occurrence possible with muskets at 
their shoulders and small arms by their 
sides. Foreigners invaded our soil, 
marched down America's 
greatest 


street, Broadway. Grim, fierce looking 
Russians, sturdy Britains, ruddy-faced 
Germans, 
trim 
and quick-moving 


Frenchmen, and dark-visaged Italians 
inarched, file after file, with their own 
officers commanding and our own 
bands playing the airs they loved best. 
But there were our captives, our ma- 
rines and blue-jackets which preceded 
them, and our national guard followed 
their rear 
The arts of peace had 


superseded the strategy of war and 
the armed forces of nine nations 
marched on our streets as though our 
country and theirs were one and we 
were brothers. 


Reviewing stands were erected at 


Madison Square and City Ballpark, 
from which admirals and officers of 
vessels and other invited guests'viewed 
the parade. 


Governor Flower rode at the head of 


the procession. 


The column moved from Forty-sec- 


ond street into Fifth avenue and down 
that thoroughfare to Waverly Place to 
Broadway; down Broadway to the City 
Hall, where Governor Flower left the 
column, and with Mayor Gilroy and 
other city officials and visitors, re- 
viewed the column, which disbanded 
into lower Broadway. 


After the parade the governor re- 


ceived the visiting admirals and other 
officers in the governor's room in the

ST. JOSEPHS, Mo., April 28.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the continent from April 
27th to May 1st and the next will reach 
the Pacific coast about May 2d, cross 
the Western mountains by the close of 
bhe 3d, the great Central valleys from 
the 4th to the 6th, and the Eastern 
states about the 7th. 


A very con&iderable change will come 


with May weather. Rainfall will be 
better distributed and the extreme of 
temperatures of April will not occur 
in May. The month will average cool 
for the season. Most places where 
drouth occurred in April will have 
fair rains and much better 
weather in May. 


The cool wave will cross the Western 


mountains about the 5th, the great 
Central valleys about the 7tb, and th» 
Eastern states about the 9th. The sec- 
ond storm wave of 'May will reach the 
Pacific coast about the 8th, cross the 
Western mountains by the close of the 
9th, the great Central valleys from the 
10th to 12th and the Eastean states 
about the 13th. This disturbance will 
be of more than usual energy about 
the llth and 12th in the Mississippi val- 
ley.

the great Central valleys about the 13th 
and the Eastern states about the 15th.

WHENCE CAME THE NEW SPECIES? 


Many evidences go to prove that the 


azoic rocks in which no animal fossils 
are found constituted the surface of 
our earth when it was a comet. These 
azoic rocks show unmistakable eviden- 
ces of great heat and yet they are strat- 
ified and therefore laid down in water. 
In North America the azoic rocks come 
to the surface nearly all around Lake 
Superior, nearly all of Canada east of 
the great lakes and in northern New 
York. 


The signs of heat left on these azoic 


rocks could not have come from vol- 
canic or other heat within the earth for 
the effects are on the outside of strat- 
ified rocks. The elongated orbits of 
comets will account for all this. When 
our earth in its cometic stage was going 
to perihelion—very near the sun—its 
immense velocity caused great friction 
against the suns electrosphere and 
the upper atmosphere, the result be- 
ing similar to what we see in the met- 
eor and aeorlite, especially in the latter 
with its long fiery tail streaming be- 
hind. Or in comets when their tails 
are driven off or floated away from the 
sun. Thus the azoic rocks of the earth 
were scorched by frictional heat and 
these rocks constitute the foundation 
upon which have been piled the great 
mass of debris which geologists have 
examined. There was the end of our 
planets cometic life, there the begin- 
ning of our new or planetary life, there 
the earth began to revolve on its axis,, 
there the new world started without 
animal or vegetable life.
